The  LAPD  Central  and  Valley  Bureau  Homeless  Outreach  and  Proactive  Engagement 
Teams  are  partnered  with  LAHSA  today  and  conducting  Outreach  and  Education  along  the 
Riverbed.  The  Officers  and  LAHSA  HET  workers  are  also  distributing  Flood  Warning  flyers. 
The  LAPD  Valley  Bureau  Off  Road  Motor  Vehicle  Unit  is  also  conducting  extra  patrol, 
education  and  Outreach  in  the  Griffith  Park  river  area,  Ora  Vista  Big  Tijunga  Wash  and  the 
Sepulveda  Basin.  The  officers  are  warning  unsheltered  individuals  of  the  pending  rain, 
distributing  flyers  and  shelter  information.
